Occasionally,  an  art  show  comes  to 
Montreal  that  is  so  inspirational  that 
students  cannot  help  being  excited  by 
it.  The  Magritte  exhibit  at  the 
Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  is  one 
such  show.  Students  were  treated  to  the 
sight  of  the  Belgian  artist's  images  on 
October  3. 

Magritte  is  known  for  taking 
familiar,  everyday  objects  and  depicting 
them  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  us  feel 
uncomfortable.  Such  images  as  a  pair

of  boots  sprouting  ten  toes,  a  massive 
meteorite  hovering  motionless  in 
midair,  or  sections  of  a  torso  nested 
together  are  typical  of  Magritte. 

There  is  an  aura  of  mystery  about 
the  artist's  work.  We're  never  exactly 
sure  what  Magritte  intends  to  tell  us. 
Even  more  mysterious  is  why  he  chose 
such  incongruous  titles  for  his  works. 
Magritte's  meticulous,  technologically 
perfect  style  adds  dimension  to  his 
works.  It  is  only  after  carefully 


studying  a  painting  that  the  viewer 
realizes  that  not  all  is  perfect  in 
Magritte's  world.  A  shattered  mirror 
contains  part  of  the  shattered  image  it 
reflects.  How  can  this  be  possible? 
The  exhibition  also  highlights 
Magritte's  influence  on  a  new 
generation  of  artists  by  presenting 
some  of  their  works.  I  expect  that 
Magritte's  influence  will  also  be  felt  in 
the  Selwyn  House  art  room.

The  return  visit  of  1 3  Selwyn 
House  students  to  Rouen,  France,  as 
part  of  the  Echange  Franco- 
Canadien,  took  place  June  22  to  July 
5,  1996.  Considering  the  exciting 
two-week  adventure  that  lay  ahead, 
some  pretty  somber-looking  kids 
congregated  at  Mirabel  Airport,  in 
uniform,  to  bid  farewell  to  their 
parents.  Some  parents  seemed  rather 
quiet  too,  as  this  was  the  first  time 
their  sons  were  to  travel  without 
them.  The  farewell  scene  over,  the 
boys  loosened  up,  and  an  air  of 
excitement  prevailed. 

Our  voyage  had  scarcely  begun 
when  our  group  was  spotted  by  old 
boy,  Tim  Bishop,  '85,  in  the  shuttle 
bus.  Tim,  en  route  to  Paris  and 
Istanbul,  thought  he  had  seen  the  last 
of  the  Selwyn  House  uniform,  and 
seeing  us  brought  back  a  few  Selwyn 
memories. 

After  flying  through  the  night,  we 
arrived  in  Paris,  exhausted,  yet,  with 
uniforms  intact.  Our  private  coach 
met  us  at  Charles  de  Gaulle  airport 
and  we  arrived  in  Rouen  two  hours 
later  where  we  were  reunited  with  our 
French  billets.  They  had  been  our 
guests  four  months  prior,  and  it  was 
our  turn  to  be  tourists. 

For  the  next  1 3  days,  the  group 
lived  and  breathed  France,  some  even 
dreamt  in  French.  Mme  Allard- 
Coutu  had  organized  a  full  itinerary 
in  order  to  get  the  most  out  of  this 
trip  and  to  ensure  a  memorable 
experience  for  all. 

While  touring  Rouen,  we  were 
surrounded  by  so  much  history  that 
all  agreed  Canada  is  still  in  historical 
infancy.  We  saw  architecture  from  the 
Middle  Ages,  Gothic  cathedrals,  the 
site  of  Jeanne  d' Arc's  burning  at  the 


stake,  and  the  effects  of  World  War  II 
on  the  city's  buildings.  We  visited  a 
Jewish  synagogue/university  dating 
back  to  600AD.  We  were  treated  like 
royalty  at  Rouen's  City  Hall  and 
enjoyed  a  reception  held  in  our 
honour.  Thanks  to  Selwyn's  history 
teachers,  the  boys  were  able  to  relate 
to  all  these  historical  periods,  having 
studied  them  in  class,  which  made 
the  tours  all  the  more  meaningfiil. 

Our  trip  to  Dieppe  proved  to  be 
one  of  the  most  memorable  events. 
With  a  history  lesson  on  the 
Norsemen  who  founded  la 
Normandie,  we  then  fast-forwarded 
to  World  War  II  and  the  invasion  of 
the  Normandy  beaches.  To  stand  on 
the  actual  beach  where  so  many 
Canadians  died  was  extremely 
moving.  It  was  incredible  to  think 
that  of  the  13  boys  visiting  the  beach 
that  day,  two  were  descendants  of 
surviving  soldiers  who  fought  there. 

Other  day  trips  included 
Honfleur,  one  of^  the  largest  ports  in 
France,  Chateau  Robert  le  Diable,  a 
Viking  castle  from  the  Middle  Ages, 
as  well  as  Giverny,  home,  gardens  and 
lily  ponds  of  impressionist  painter 
Claude  Monet.  A  behind-the-scenes 
tour  of  Rouen's  year-old  metro  system 
was  an  unexpected  addition  to  our 
itinerary  which  the  boys  thoroughly 
enjoyed. 

Our  billets  took  us  in  as  part  of 
the  family,  and  we  were  taken  to  the 
movies,  bowling,  swimming,  and  on 
weekend  excursions.  Mont  St.  Michel 
proved  to  be  a  popular  destination, 
while  others  had  the  chance  to  go  to 
London  via  the  Chunnel,  attend  a 
French  wedding,  and  take  a  day-trip 
to  Paris.  The  Selwyn  House  boys 
seemed  to  really  get  to  know  their 


French  correspondents  on  this  the 
return  trip.  The  ice  had  already  been 
broken  in  February  when  students 
met  for  the  first  time,  so  it  was  much 
easier  to  socialize.  As  well,  the  French 
students  had  just  begun  their  summer 
vacation,  so  some  were  able  to  join  us 
on  day  trips.  One  billet's  family 
hosted  an  outdoor  pizza  party  for  the 
entire  group  with  their  I6th  century 
home  as  the  backdrop.  And,  to  both 
celebrate  Canada  Day  and  bid  les 
Canadiens  farewell,  a  parry  was  held 
at  the  school  which  featured  a  slide 
show  of  les  Fran^ais  in  Canada,  and 
a  farewell  dance.  The  departure  from 
Rouen  the  next  morning  was, 
needless  to  say,  a  melancholy  one, 
vraiment  triste  for  some. 

Four  days  and  nights  in  Paris  were 
next  on  our  itinerary.  We  toured  la 
Rive  Gauche,  la  Cathedrale  Notre 
Dame,  la  Tour  Eiffel,  cruised  along  la 
Seine,  and  shopped  at  Les  Gaieties 
Lafayette.  In  seeing  the  works  at  le 
Louvre  and  le  Musee  d'Orsay,  we  had 
a  greater  understanding  of  some  of 
the  paintings  as  we  had  come  to 
know  the  Normandy  region  where 
the  Impressionist  movement  began. 
However,  in  order  that  we  not  forget 
our  own  culture,  our  group  could  be 
seen  playing  hacky  sack  while  waiting 
for  the  metro,  while  picknicking  in 
les  jardins  Luxembourg... whenever 
the  opportunity  arose.  We  also  made 
a  cross-city  trek  through  Paris  (with 
Matthew  McLauchlin  as  our  Metro 
guide)  in  order  to  see  Get  Shorty  at 
an  English  movie  theatre. 

For  the  second  time  on  our  trip, 
we  met  up  with  another  Selwyn 
House  Old  Boy  who,  along  with  a 
friend,  spotted  the  Selwyn  name  on  a 
sweatshirt,  and  we  all  enjoyed  a  mini-

Paris. 

Our  trip  at  its  end,  a  family  affair 
ensued,  with  the  Tsoukas  family 
meeting  Orestes  to  continue  with 
summer  holidays,  and  Mr.  Hamza 
joining  us  on  our  flight  home  after  a 
business  trip.  Back  at  Mirabel,  we 
lined  up  with  Alex  Busetti,  '95,  who 
was  seen  greeting  friends  at  the  arrival 
gate. 

The  trip  was  a  great  success  and 
the  boys  learned  a  great  deal  about 
France,  its  culture,  and  its  people. 
Drinking  hot  chocolate  in  a  bowl  for 
breakfast,  having  egg  on  your  pizza, 
and  kissing  cheeks  morning,  noon  and 
night  were  just  a  few  of  the  many 
cultural  differences  that  were  noted.
